COSMETICS AND FALSE HAIR 
BARRED UNDER OLD ENGLISH LAW 


Judge Witiro; Comes Across Unusu- 
al Statute, Aimed to Prevent Men 
From Being Deluded. 


Circuit Judge Withrow in looking over 
a “scrap book” yesterday came upon 
an unusual law passed by English Par- 
bament more than 100 years ago. It 
was as follows: 

“All women of whatever age, ranx 
profession or degree, whether maids or 
widows, that shall, from after the 
passage of this act, impose upon or be 
tray into matrimony any of his majes 
ty’s male subjects by scents, paints. 
cosmetics, washes, artificial teeth, false 
hair, Spanish wool, iron stays, hoops. 
high-heeled shoes or bolstered hips shal? 
incur the penalty of the laws now in 
force against witchcraft, sorcery and 
such like misdemeanors, and the mar- 
riage, upon conviction, shall be null and 
vor,” =, 

Judge Withrow said that the law was 
passed because it was claimed many 
men were so susceptible and easily de- 
luded. “After clarifying the matrimonial! 
atmosphere by numerous prosecutions,” 
Judge Withrow said, “the law was 
deemed thoroughly vindicated and it 
was repealed.” 


MAN DECIDES TO HOLD JOB AND 
LET CHILDREN BE CITY ALIENS 


They Must Steep in Room Outside 
City Limits Even if He Does Have 
to Pay School Tuition. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 16—McDonald 
Lawrence is an employe of Atlanta 
working in its construction department. 
There is now before the City Council 
a committee report that may eventually 
bar a person living outside the city 
from having a place on the municipai 
payroll. 

Lawrence lives in a house through 
which the corporate line runs. The 
room in which he sleeps is inside the 
city limits, but that in which his chil- 
dren take their nightly repose is out- 
side. 

That makes Lawrence all right on his 
job, but his children are aliens and, as 
such, must pay tuition in the vity 
schools. If they move into his room the 
father will escape this expense, but 
should they do so and he occupy that 
which they have been sleeping in, he 
nay have to look for another job. 

For the present Lawrence has decided 
to let matters remain in statu quo.

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2 SHIPS BURNED 
N'$3,000 000 FIRE 
AT BROOKLYN PIER 


Mysterious Blaze Spreads So 
Rapidly That Crews Are Forced 
to Leap Into Water. 


PERSONS ARE MISSING 
Third Freighter and 25 Scows 
Damaged; Some of Vessels 
Were Loading War Supplies. 


> 


NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—The steamships 
Bolton Castle, 3869 tons, and Pacific, 
°612 tons, and about 900 feet of pier 


belonging to the New York Dock Co., 
at the foot of Pioneer street, Brooklyn, 
were destroyed early today. Another 
stéamer, the Pallazia, was damaged 
and about 25 scows and lighters were 
partly or wholly burned. Latest esti- 
mates put the loss at $5,000,000 or more. 

It was believed at first that 40 or 
more coolies.on the two ships had per- 
ished, but six hours after the fire start- 
ed the police said they had accounted 
for all but two of the missing persons. 
It is believed the loss of life will not 
exceed that number. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, but 
suspicions that it was incendiary were 
aroused because of the fact that some 
ef the steamers were loading with war 
munitions, some of which was intended 
for shipment to Vladivostok for the Rus- 
sian Government. 

A statement issued on behalf of the 
agents for the owners of the Eolton Cas- 
tle and Pacific said their investigation 
“thus far has failed to develep any evi- 
gence which would lead to tiie conclusion 
that the fire was of incendiary origin.” 

Crews Leap Overboard, 

Watchmen aboard the Bolton Castle 
discovered that the buildings on the 
pier were on fire soon after 1 o'clock 
this morning. The blaze spread so rap- 
idly that the officers and crews of the 
steamers and lighters lying at the pier, 
after a vain effort to prevent the spread 
of the flames to their vessels were com- 
pelled either to leap overboard or to 
seek safety aboard other lighters or 
tugs which hastened to the rescue. 

Three steamers lying at the pier were 
surrounded by a fleet of about fifty 
lighters and barges, on each of which 
was one man Or more. On some of the 
barg2s were the wives and families of 
the captains. Some of them were com- 
pelled to jump overboard to escape the 
swift on-rush of the flames. Firemen 
ani policemen dragged many of them 
out of the water to adjoining piers ani 
others were rescued by tug boats or life 
boats. 

Capt. Benjamin Smith of the Bolton 
Castle and six of his crew escaped from 
the burning vessel by’ crawling hand 
over hand on a rope to a barge. 

Mrs. Smith fell into the water but was 
rescued by sailors. All the rescued per- 
sons were given shelter on a nearby 
pier. 

When the first company of firemen 
reached the scene the pier was blazing 
so furiously that they could not gain 
access to it. The Palazia was towed 
into the stream 200 yards or more off 
the dock, but it was impossible to move 
the other two steamships. 
saved the Palazia, but could make no 
progress against the flames on the other 
two vessels. 

Bollers on Ships Blow Up. 

The Bolton Castle was loading with 
gasoline for Russia and this fed the 
blaze. The boilers of both the Bolton 
Castile and the Pacific blew up when the 
fi-> was at its height, completing the 
work of destruction. Several barges 
loaded with gasoline lying near the 
steamers were destroyed. 

Fireboats prevented a spread of «he 
fir- to adjoining piers and before day- 
light had it under control. 

The Bolton Castle, a British vessel, ar- 
rived here Feb, 6 from Singapore, Port 
Naial and St. Lucia. The Pacific arrived 
from Hull, England, yesterday. Both 
belons to the Castle Line. The burned 
pier was leased to Barber & Co., steam- 
ship agents, and was believed to be filled 
with merchandise, including war muni- 
tions. 

Fite was discovered yesterday in the 
cargo on board the steamship Veendyk 
of the Holland-American Line as «he 
vessel was passing out to sea. Capt. 
Lseuweh put back to the pier at Hobo- 
ken and after 30 firemen had fought 
the flames for, more than six hours the 
biaze was under control. The Veendyk 
earried a cargo of about $200,000 worth 
ef oil cake consigned to Rotterdam. 


Sugar Ship Fire in Philadelphia 
Sixth in Month; Loss $100,000. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 1f.—Investiga- 
tion is being made today to determine 
whetherethe fire which damaged the 
sugar cargo of the Britisi steamship 
Dalton at a wharf here ldst night was 
of incendiary origin. The loss is placed 
at $100,000. The fact that the fire started 
in two sections of the hold is regarded 

as suspicious. 
, The fire was the sixth to occur on 
British steamers loaded with sugar with- 
in the last month. .

$2,000,000 DAMAGE DONE BY 
FIRE AT FALL RIVER, MASS. 


Ssote!l and Several Steres Destroyed 
i Early Morning Blare—No 
Loas of Life. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Feb. 16.—Fire 
which swept a section of the business 
Gistrict early today caused a $2,009,000 
loss, according to estimates. 

A score of buildings, including an 
apartment hotel and several large retail 
stores, were destroyed @nd many others 
were damaged. There was no loss vf 
life. 

The fire started in the basement 6f the 
four-story brick building at the corner 
of South Mdin and Spring streets, coc- 
cupied by the department store of ‘he 
Steiger company. 

The Lenox Hotel, across the street 
from the Steiger store, was one of the 
frst buildings in the path of the flames. 
The guests were roused and made their 
way out by the fire escapes. The front 
oi: the hotel was then ablaze.

Inguest Delayed Until Tests Shall

CHICAGO, Feb. 16.—The Coroner’s 
inquest into the death of Marian 
Frances Lambert, the Lake Forest 
high schol girl found dead in the 
woods on the Cyrus McCormack es- 
tate, will not be resumed, it is be- 
lieved, until a report has been re- 
ceived from experts who are testing 
poison stains found on the girl's 
hand, in an effort to definitely es- 
tablish the exact nature of the poi- 
son which caused her death. 

No new evidence of an important 
nature regarding the alleged connec- 
tion of Will H. Orpet, University of 
Wisconsin junior, with the girl's 
death has been discovered, according 
to the authorities.

CHILD THED TO BED TO KEEP IT 
FROM FIRE 1S BURNED TO DEATH 


Live Coal Believed to Have Popped 
From Open Grate to Floor and 
Started Blaze. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Feb. 16.—The police 
today found the charred body of 3-year- 
cold Clara Hedges in the burned resi- 
dence of her mother, Mrs. D. Hedges, 
Around the child’s neck was a partly 
burned rope. One end was tied to a 

bedstead. 

The mother told the police she left 
the house to go to a grocery store threy 
biocks away and tied the child to the 
bedstead to prevent it from playing with 
the fire in an open grate. 

A live coal is believed to have popped 
from the’ grate to the floor and set tire 
to the house. When the mother reo- 
turned the home was in flames. She 
attempted to save the child, but couid 
not enter the room.

Declared to Be One of Two 
Who Wanted Shoe Machinery 
Stock at Half Price. 


$3,000,000 DEAL INVOLVED 


Allegation Never Was Publicly 
Admitted or Denied, Says 
Sidney W. Winslow. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Sidney W. 
Winslow, president of the United Shoe 
Machinery Co., testifying before the 
Senate. committee investigating the fit- 
ness of Louis D. Brandeis of Boston for 
& place on the Supreme Court bench. to- 
day named Jackson Johnson of St. 
president of the 
Shoe Co.,

and Milton Florsheim of Chi- 


cago as being the manufacturers who 


were described in his testimony yester- 
Gay as having asked for $3,000,000 of 
United Shoe Machinery stock at par 
when it was selling at double that price. 

In his testimony yesterday Winslow 
related that in September, 1910, just aft- 
er his company had bought the so-called 
Plant patents, some of the organizers 
of the Shoe Manufacturers’ Alliance 
suggested that, as his company might 
need cash to pay for its patents, he sell 
them $3,000,000 of the United common at 
par. 

“This means a gift of $3,000,000," he 
said, ‘and the consideration offered was 
that they would cause no trouble for 
the United. Otherwise, they said, there 
would be trouble. The stock was not 
issued.” 

Winslow was asked today if the two 
men had not denied the charge during 
the Government suits. Winslow thought 
they did not deny it, but that they did 
not admit it. He said, however, it was 
months before Brandeis, who represent- 
éd the manufacturers’ alliance, after 
leaving the United, learned of the in- 
cident. 

Coumsel Engaged for Hearing. 

The committee decided today that its 
work would be expedited if both sides 
should present testimony under. the 
guidance of attorneys. 

Austen G. Fox of New York, who ape- 
pears as attorney for President Lowell 
of Harvard University and 530 members 
of the Boston bar, agreed to take 
charge of presenting evidence against 
the nominee and the committee, asked 
G. W. Anderson, United States Attor- 
ney at Boston, to take charge of pre- 
senting evidence for Brandeis. Both 
lawyers accepted and serve without 
pay. 

Senator Fletcher, acting chairman, 
said that when Fox appeared to help 
arrange the presentation testimony for 
the opposition to Brandeis, it was ar- 
ranged that Anderson would act for the 
committee, Fletcher said Fox would 
file a list of the persons employing him. 

Anderson said he wanted to explain 
that he appeared for the committee, 
rather than for Brandeis and his friends, 
and that he had some personal know!l- 
edge of the case, particularly so be- 
cause he had been United States At- 
\terney at Boston. 

Winslow Cross-Examined. 

Sidney W. Winslow, president of the 
United Shoe Machinery Co., then re- 
turned to the stand for cross-examina- 
tion by Anderson. Winslow yesterday 
charged Brandeis with unprofesional 
conduct and “conduct not becoming an 
honorable gentieman,”’ because after 
severing his connection with the Unit- 
ed Shoe Machinery Co., he, at the in- 
stance of clients, attacked as “‘illegal 
and criminal the very acts and system 
of business which he assisted to create 
and which he advised were legal.”’ 

The first question today was whether 
suits were not now pending in Boston 
and St. Louis to test the validity of the 
much-discussed tying clause in the com- 
pany’s leases of its machines. Winslow 
protested against the question, but final- 
ly stated the nature of the suits. 

Winslow explained that the company 
got a favorable decision in the first 
suit and that the Government now was 
appealing. The second suit was brought 
under the new Federal trade commis- 
sion law and is pending in St.*Louis. 

Anderson stated that the Boston case 
was begun after he came into office, 
was handled by special counsel and 
that he never had appeared in either 
case in court in connection with evi- 
dence, argument or question of law. 

Questiong About Tying Clauses. 

There was a long line of questioning 
about the tying clauses. Winslow said 
they existed befdre the United company 
Was organized. Questions by Anderson 
were intended to show that when Bran- 
deis resigned it was because he did not 
agree with the company’s policy. 

He wanted to show that Brandeis ex- 
pressed disapproval of the _ tying 
clauses. 

Winslow insisted that he knew of no 
cause for Brandeis withdrawing from 
the United Board other than that ex- 
pressed in his letter of resignation, 
which said that the estate he repre- 
sented no longer needed a member in 
the uirectorate. 

Anderson sought to pin the witness 
down to an exact conversation with a 
Mr. Howe and Brandeis early in 1907. 

“I only remember,” said Winslow,

GIRL KILLED BY 
DO-FOOT FALL IN 
FLEVATOR SHAFT 


She Apparently Paid No Atten- 
tion to Warning of Fellow 
Employe at Coffee Plant. 


Rose Trinka, -16 years old, of 2719 
Winnebago street. was killed in a 6- 
foot fall down an elevator shaft ut 
the plant of the Steinwender-Stoffregen 
Coffee Co., 301 South Broadway, at 7:30 
a. m. today. 

Miss Trinka was employed in the 
stockroom on the third floor. The 
freight elevator at the rear of this floor 
is equipped with automatic gates, which 
open as the car approaches them anil 
close after it has passed. 

Theodore Hedkamp of 4332 South 
Compton avenue, a stockroom employe, 
told policemen he saw Miss Trinka go 
toward the elevator. It was dark in 
that end of the room, he said. 

The gate, he said, had opened auto- 
matically when the car léft the fourth 
floor on its way to the third. Hed- 
kamp said he called to the girl and 
warned her, but apparently she did not 
pay attention to him. 

When Miss Trinka was taken to the 
city dispensary Miss Marie Rothermel, a 
nurse there, recognized her as her niece. 
Examination showed Miss Trinka’s skutl 
was fractured and death probably was 
instantaneous. 

The police learned later from the girls 
parents that she had been worrying 
about her physical condition and had con- 
sulted a physician, who tcid her to re- 
turn’in a month. The police think that 
worry may have caused the girl to kill 


herself.

GERMANY SAYS U.S, SUPPRESSED 
NEWS OF SINKING OF ARABIS 


Berlin Asks for Rabtnneeten of Al. 
leged Action of Censors at Say- 
ville Wireless Station. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—The German 
Government, through Count von Bern-

Asquith appenlel for national econom), 
Iitchener closed with an expression of 
the hope that the new system of army 
enlistments would yield the required 
number of men to carry the war to a 
decisive conclusion. : 

“he Prime Minister's clusing allusion 
to the economic strain vf the war was 
accepted as an intimation that at an 
early date further taxation of a far- 
reaching character will be imposed, as 
well as a comprehensive scheme for the 
restriction of imports. The latter was 
initiated a few hours later by the pub- 
lication of a royal proclamation putting 
into effect on March 1 the prohibition of 
the import of paper, paper pulp, peri- 
odicals,‘ tobacco, furniture woods and 
stone. 

Next week, when Premier Asquith 
mo-es a fresh vote of credit, he wili 
speak st length on the financial aspe-t 
of the war. The vote of credit which 
probably will be moved Tuesday or 
Wednesday, is expected to be the largest 
yet proposed, amounting to perhaps 32,- 
£00, 000, 000, 

Review of Operations. 

Earl Kitchener’s speech in the House 
of Lords was a review of the war OoOp- 
erations from the point where his last 
previous speech to the Lords left off. He 
paid ‘ribute to the work of the various 
allies, emphasizing particularly that of 
the Italians. His description of the at- 
tempt of the allies to go to the relief or 
Servia included the statement: ‘‘We 
sent troops to Saloniki, on invitation o: 
the Greek Premier, to enable Greece to 
assist her ally under the convention 
which existed.’’ 

Touching on the Gallipoli withdrawal, 
Lord Kitchener declared: 

“Although, when I was on the spot, | 
formed the opinion that the withdrawal 
ought to be accomplished with less loss 
than was originally anticipated, the 
actual execution of the plan exceeded 
my most sanguine expectations.” 

In closing, Earl Kitchener turned his 
attention to the new army which is 
about to be raised under the compul- 
sion law. He expressed some apprehen- 
sion that the widespread exemption al- 
lowed through various alleged indis- 
pensable trades and professions might 
unduly diminish the number of soldiers 
brought in under the new scheme ati 
urged employers to redouble their ef- 
forts to release men of fighting age. 

“In France,” said Earl Kitchener, 
“although the Indians have been with- 
urawn, our forces have been materially 
increased by no less than eight divisions 
ef the new army (120,000 men). In Egypt, 
vdequate preparations have been made 
Against a threatened invasion. In. Meso- 
potamia, Major-General Sir Fanton Ayl- 
nier is awaiting further reinforcements 
before renewing his forward movement 
for a juncture with Gen. Townshend.

Her Te Around Cape Hom in 


Kn Panama Canal. 


VALLEJO, Cal. Feb. 16.—The battle- 
ship Oregon, “the. bulldog of the navy,” 
went on the retired list yesterday when 
she was turned over without formality 
to the Naval Militia of California at 


Hage Mare Island Navy Yard. 


ae 

The Oregon, in her long career, gaincd 
more fame than any ship in the mod- 
ern American navy. It was her trip 
from San Francisco around Cape Horn 
to do her partin the destruction of Ad- 
miral Cervera’s fleet off Santiago, in 
the Spanish-American ‘War, which 
forced the issue and resulted in the con- 


struction of the Panama Canal. It was 
for this reason that it was decided that} 
the Oregon should head the battleship 
-fleet in the parade which was to have 
celebrated the opening of the Panama 
Canal in March, mae a plan that was 
abandoned. 


The Oregon was in the dry dock at 
the Puget Sound Navy Yard when on 
March 6, 1898, the Navy Department 
wired hér cOmmander, Capt. Charles 
Edgar Clark, to get ready. He was tnen 
at San Diego with the Monterey. That 
same day the Oregon steamed out of 
Puget Sound and went to San Francisco 
and there awaited the events which 
were so rapidly. rushing the United 
States into war with Spain. 

Capt. Clark was ordered on March 15 
to make the trip around the Horn, and 
four days later the Oregon left San 
Francisco. She shattered records all the 
way. She made the run to Callao, Peru, 
4400 miles, at an average of 13 knots. 
Here she coaled and pasoapek down the 
west coast. 


Through Straits in Storm. 
In a raging storm she was rushed 
through this perilous part of her jour- 
néy at full speed, and once in the At- 
lantic headed northward and steamed 
to Rio’ de Janeiro. The Navy Depart- 
raent wired Capt. Clark to wait there, 
for there was fear of the Spanish tor- 
pedo boat Temehario, which was lying 
in wait in the River Platte. It was un- 
cerstood she had been ordered to dart 
out after the Oregon, torpedo her if 
possible, and get away as best she 
might, for war had been declared. Fur- 
thermore, it was feared. the Spanish 
Cape Verde fleet might dash across thé 
ocean and intercept’ and destroy the 
Uregon, and so fearful’ of this were the 
naval officials in Washington that the 
suggestion was made to Capt. Clark 
that he disable his engines, if necessary, 
to avoid being refused anchorage in a 
neutral harbor. 
“Come Yon; we. believe yoy can make 
it,” the department finally cabled Capt. 
Clark and he at once started on the last 
leg of his trip. Suspense throughout 
the United States as to the fate of the 
Oregon was intense, but 65 ‘days after 
leaving San Francisco she appeared at 
Jupiter Inlet on the Florida coast, March

S. Never Again Will Be Caught 
Unprepared, Says Speaker Clark. 

"WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Confidence 
that the United States never again would 
be caught in the state of unpreparedness 
existing at the outbreak of, the Spanish- 
American War, was voiced by Speaker 
Clark in a memorial address at Arling- 
ton Cemetery, yesterday, the anniversary 
of the destruction of.the battleship 
Maine. 

‘‘War would have been declared by the 
United States Government at least W 
days before it was,” Speaker Clark said, 
“but for the fact that we did not have 
even three rounds of ammunition each 
for the guns that we had. The chances 
are a hundred to one we never will be 
caught in that predicament again.” 

The Speaker said he was in favor of 
conducting the affairs of the nation in 
such a.way that the declaration “I am 
an American eitizen’” would have more 
vetency in world affairs than had the 
“Romanus Sum” in ancient times. 

“Tt was an awful thing to sit there and 
vote other men’s sons into the army,” 
he said, in discussing the Spanish War, 
“and nothing could have induced Sen- 
ators and Representatives so to vote 
except the belief that no country will 
long endure and no country is worthy 
to endure that will not protect its citi- 
zens wherever they may be, on land 
or sea.”’

ENGLAND TURNS 0 
VERSE AS ANTIDOTE 
FORWAR, POET SAY 


John Masefield, on Visit Here, 
Talis of Gréatly Increased De- 
mand for Rhythm. 


John Masefield, one of the leading 
British poets of the day, was in St. 
Louis a few hours yesterday afternocn, 
and while hurrying to keep a fecture 
engagement for the Vassar Club in 
Mary Institute Founders’ Hall, he told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the demand 
for poetry in England is greater than 
ever before and that it is rapidly in- 
creasing in the United States. 

Masefield is one of the most remark- 
able figures in contemporary literature. 
Twenty years ago he was a bartender 
on the Bowery in New York, then he 
switched his aflegiance to water and 
cruised the seven seas as a sailor before 
the mast. But all the time his soul was 
the soul of a poet and he dropped 
anchor at last in the port of Fame. 

The ruggedness of his early life has 
left its indelible stamp on Masefield. He 
has not the Hyperion locks and the pose 
of a drawing room poet. His Attic salt 
is the salt of the open sea and his divine 


{affiatus is a wind to fill the sails of 


fancy, not an idle breeze to make lace 
curtains quiver. In stature he is tall 
with almost a Lincolnesque angularity. 
About him there is an air of sadness 
which often is the hall mark of genius, 
but more than all else the softness of 
his fine brown eyes bespeaks his true 
character as a dreamer Of dreams. Like 
many poets he writes much better than 
he talks. ; 

“Publishers in-London have told me 
that if it were not for the demand for 
poetry they would be forced to shut up 
shop,” said Masefield. “It would seem 
that readers of English literature have 
turned ,to poetry as a distraction from 
the horrors of war. You might think it 
strange, but very few of the poems 
have war for their theme. The poets 
have left the war to the news accounts 
and the official reports, and they are 
singifg in quite a different strain. 

“I think this will continue to be the 
case after the war is ended. The best 
poetry carries the reader away fron? 
the troubles and worries of every-day 
life. In time the war may lead to the 
writing of a great epic poem, but this 
will not come to pass until sufficient 
time has elapsed to heal all the rancors 
and bitterness caused by this awful con- 
fiict—certainly not in our generation. 

“On my tour of America I have found 
a wonderful growth in the demand for 
gaod poetry; and your poets are meet- 
ing this demand remarKably well. Near- 
ly all of your colleges are developing 
peetic talent of a very high order. The 
increasing popularity of poetry in this 
country is shown by the fact that a 
mugazine devoted solely to the publi- 
cation of poetry is being enthusiasticaliy 
supported here. Miss Harriet Monroe 
of Chicago, the editor of this magazine, 
has done a wonderful work in fostering 
the love for. poetry in America. 

“Free verse and other odd forms which 
‘have some vogue here are etitirely un- 
known in England.

A’ cOmplaint was made yesterday to 
Chief of Police Young by Police Matron 
Louise Dwyer of East St. Louis about } 
the manner in which six East St. Louis 
women living in the ‘‘Island district,” a 
poor neighborhood on the levee, had ob- 
tained babies from a St. Louis maternity 
home. 

Mrs. Dwyer today told a reporter that 
she made an investigation after hearing 
that a baby had died of pneumonia in 
one of the “Isiand’”’ homes Monday... She 
said she talked to four women who told 
her how they obtained the children, 
ranging in age from 1 to 8 yeafs. 

Two of the women weré married, one 
was single and oné was a widow. All 
took in washing and the married womén 
wefe not able to properly support the 
children they already had, Mrs. Dwyer 
said. 

All four women told the police matron 
that they had obtained the children at 


from a maternity home at 1515 Chouteau 
avenue. Théey said they answered ad- 
vertisements in St. Louis newspapers, — 
The women declared that when they 
went te the home they were told by a’ 
woman who called herself ‘Miss Katie,” 
that they had. better not give their 
nanres’ and addresses. They were not 
required to sign adoption papers. They 
said they had no choice but. had to take 
the baby offered them or none at all, 
They said the babies were given out 
without clothes. One woman said she 
wrapped her baby in a shawl and car- 
ried it home on a cold day last week. 
The women denied getting any pres- 
ents with the babies and said they did 
not intend to,attempt. to get mother’s 
pensions by fraud. Mrs. Dwyer had re- 
ported that she suspected the babies 
were to be used to get pensions. Chief 
of Police Young instructed detectives 
of the Central District to !nvestigate the 
case. :

He certainly was the 
de facto President of Mexico. Kkightly 
or wrongly, good or bad, he was 
there.”’ 

Root reviewed: our subsequent  rela- 
tions with Mexico, declaring that the 
United States “intervened in Mexico to 
control the internal affairs by threat, by 
economic pressure: and by force of 
arms,’’ and that the American |Govern- 
ment “ignored, condoned, the murder of 
American men and the mistreatment of 
American women and the destruction of 
American property and insult to Amer- 
fean officers and. defilement of the 
American flag and joined itself to the 
men who were guilty o1 all _ these 
things to pull down the power of Huer- 
ta.’’ 

“The results of this interference were 
most unfortunate,’ Root continued. “If 
the Government had sent an armed 
force into Mexico to protect American 
life and honor, we might have been op- 
posed, but we should have been under- 
stood and respected by the people of 
Mexico, because they would have real- 
ized that we were acting within our in- 
ternational rights and performing a na- 
tion’s duty for the protection of its own 
people; but when the President sent an 
armed force into Mexico to determine 
the Mexican presidential succession, he 
created resentment and distrust of mo- 
tives among all classes and sections of 
the Mexican people. 

“Flag Dishonoreg in Mexico.” 

*‘With the occupation of Vera Cruz the 
moral power of the United States in 
Mexico ended. We wé@re then and we 
are now hated for what we did, for our 
feeble and irresolute failure to protect 
the lives and rights of-our citizens. No 
flag is so dishonored and no citizenship 
sO little worth the claiming in Mexico 
as ours. And that is why we have failed 
to Mexico. 

“And for the death and outrage, the 
suffering and ruin of our own brethren, 
the hatred and contempt for our coun- 
try and the dishonor of our name in that 
land, the administration at Washington 
shares responsibility with the inhuman 
brutes with whom it made common 
cause.” 

Root turned to the administration’s 
European policy, declaring that some of 
the people were. “dissatisfied for specific 
reasons, some with a vague impression

Ordinary knowledge of mili- 
tary events made it plain from the mo- 
ment when the tide of German inva- 
sion turned from the battle of the 
Marne that the conflict was certain to

ing the Napoleonic wars—made it plain 
that in that conflict neutral rights 
would be worthless unless powerfully 
maintained. All 'the world had fair no- 
tice that as, against the desperate bel- 
ligerent resolve to conquer, the law of 
nations and the law of humanity inter- 
posed no effective barriers for the pro- 
tection of neutral rights. Ordinary

ready authorized has not been pressed, 
and in some cases after long delay has 
not even been begun. 

“If an increase of our country’s pow- 
er to defend itself against aggression is 
authorized by the present Congress it 
must be largely’ through Republican 
votes, because the representatives of 
the Republican party in Washington 
stand for the country, no matter who is 
President; and’ all the. traditions and 
convictions of that party are for nation- 
al power and duty and honor.” 


Discusses Case of Belgium. 
Discussing his third criticism—‘‘a loss 
of moral force of the civilized world 
through -failure to truly interpret to 
the world the spirit of the American 
democracy’’—Mr. Root alluded to the 
violation of Belgium’s neutrality and 
held that “the American party were 
entitled not merely to feel, but to speak 
concerning the wrong don> to Bel- 
gium.”’ 
“A single official expression by the 
United States,’ he said, “a single sen- 
tence denying assent and recording dis- 
approval of what Germany did in Bel- 
gium would have given to the people 
of America that leadership to which 
they were entitled in their earnest grop- 
ing for the light. It would have ranged 
behind American leadership the con- 
science and morality of the neutral 
vorld. It would have brought to Amer- 
ican diplomacy the respect and strength 
of loyalty to a great cause. But it was 

not to be. The American Government 
| failed to rise to the demands of the 
great occasions. 

“We have been following the path of 
peace. We have been blindly stumbling 
along the road that, continued, will lead 
to inevitable war. Our diplomacy has 
dealt with symptoms and _ ignored 
causes. The creat decisive questio 
upon which oyr peace depends is the 
question whether the rule of action ap- 
plied to Belgium is to be tolerated. If 
it is tolerated by the civilized world 
this nation will have to fight for its 
life. There will be no escape. That is 
the critical point of defense for the 
peace of America. 

Lost Big Oppertunity. 

“When our Government failed to 
tell the truth about Belgium, it lost 
the opportunity for leadership of the 
moral sense of the American people, 
and it lost the power which a knowl- 
edge of that leadership and a sympa- 
thetic response from the moral sense 
of the world would have given to our 
diplomacy. hen our Government 
failea to make any. provision what- 
ever for defending its rights in case 
they should be trampled upon, it lost 
the power which a belief in its read- 
iness and will to maintain its rights 
would halve given to its diplomatic 
representations. When our Govern- 
ment gave notice to Germany that it 
would destroy American lives and 
American ships at itg peril, our words 
which would have been potent if sus- 
taineq by adequate preparation to 
make them good, and by the prestige 
and authority of the moral leader- 
ship of a great people, in a_ great 
couse, were treated with contempt 
which should have been foreseen; and 
when our Government failed to make 
those words good, its diplomacy was 
bankrupt. 

“Upon the record of performance 
which I have tried to describe, will 
the American people say that the 
Democratic party is entitled to be 
continued in power? 

“The defects of the present admin- 
istration arise from two distinct 
causes. The first is the temperament 
and training of the President. The 
second is the incapacity of the Demo- 
cratic party as it is represented in

His plan, backed by the 
institute and its important officials, in- 
cluding Lord Curzon, is to prevent the, 
émigration to foreign countries of sol- 
diers and their families after the war 
and to direct steady streams of these 
War -veterans to the British colonies—.

Sir Rider talked with the Associated 
Préss just before starting. While he 3 
one 6f the interesting literary figures of 
England, he is, besides, a Justice of the 
Peace of his home town in Norfolk and 
a%tudent on land settlement, unemploy- 
ment and agriculture, and*this qualifi- 
cation led to his choice as Commissioner 
for the Royal Institwte to investigate 
the outlook for retaining war veterans 
within the empire after the war. . 

He goes first to South Africa, then 
eastward to the Straits ‘settlements, 
Australia, New Zealand, and will be In 
America next summer or fall, going 
from the Pacific to the Atlantic, most 
of the time in Canada, making arrange- 
ments for the influx of war veterans 
and their families. 

Explains His Mission. 

“tT am roing to inquire,” 
Rider, “into the possibilities of the Brit- 
ish empire, or at any time of a large 
portion of it, with reference to lang set- 
tlement and the employment of ex-serv- 
tce men after the war. It is obvious 
that, during the turmoil and change. >of 


struggie, a large number of men will 
become dissatisfied with their former 
employment, especially at the desk <r 
counter, and will wish to begin a new 
life under new circumstances, often 
overseas. 

“‘Moreover, there will be many which 
the climate will no longer suit« after 
long service and iliness in. the trenches 
or being “gassed,’ to whom sunshine and 
clear air will be a necessity. . Experi- 
ence shows that.after é¢very great war 
there is a rush of emigration. It hap- 
pened, to take the last.instance, after 
the Boer War. 

“Men will go, and vheselabe it seems 
wise and statesmanlike to try to retain 
them within the boundaries of the 
country. 


will Make Investigation. 
“T am not going out to the overseas 


dominions with any fixed plan or 
scheme, or with the purpose of thrust 
ing ideas of my own or of the Royal 
Institute down the throat of anyone. I 
@m going merely to inquire and report 
and to form my own conclusions from 
what I see. 

“That, I think, is a useful work, since 
it is foolish to put off such investiga- 
-tiens until t®e war comes to an end, 
when there would be great ain: 4 in 
dealing with the matter.

Men Will Be Welcomed, 
Any portion of the colonies should be 


proud.to see such Men and. their woman 
kind afrive as an addition to thetr pop- 
| ulation, and Iam quite sure many parts 
of the empire will welcome. them with 
open arms. There is another thing I 
am sure will result, that the empire 
will cease to be so fond .of admitting 
Germans and.other foreigners within its 
‘gates and will prefer to stick to angie: 
Saxons.” 

Sir Rider said he is not going ti any’ 
business capacity for there are numer- 
ous schemes of steamship promotion, 
land. development, etc., which are on 
commercial lines, quite outside his mis- 
sion, which is entirely on. the political 
and governmental side of building up 
the empire by war settlers. 

Curzon Expresses Views. 

At Sir Rider's official farewell from 
the Royal Colonial Institute Lord Cur- 
zon further indicated the purpose of 
this empire mission.

San Carlo Performer Triumphs 


Resonantly in “Aida ;’’ Chorus 


Excellent. 


By CARLOS F. HURD. 

ON MANUEL SALAZAR, Spanish 

D tenor, sang the role of Radames 

in the San/ Carlo Company’s 

‘ Aida” at the Odeon last night, in a way 

which made some persons 'n the audi- 

ence wonder whether they had strayed, 

by mistake, into’a $ grand opera per- 
formance. ; 

This illusion disappeared when some 
of the scenic settings were viewed, and 
particularly when, in the triumphal en- 
try, the battered trumpets squealed like 
bagpipes, or Boy Scouts’ bugles. Also 
there were moments when the indiffer- 
ent acting of some of the stage figures 
left the mysical structure of the work 
looking rather bare. 

But as for Don Manuel, having his St 
Louis debut, it was his night, and he 
made it a big one. Stocky and swarthy, 
and with a smile which came on even 
when tragedy was thickening, he sang 
himself into secure mastery of Verdi's 
beautiful score, in the “Celeste Aida’’ of 
the opening scene. If he spared himself 
somewhat in the middle of the opera, h2 
resonantly rewarded those who remainea 
--and there were few who did not re- 
main—for the closing scene. 

He was duly mindful, tow, that he was 
acting a part in.a drama, and he was a 
robust and satisfying figure in the char- 
acter of Radames, the military ‘nero 
who might have been the svn-in-law of 
# perfectly respectable and very appre- 
Ciative sovereign with a square-cut 
beard, but who sacrificed everything to 
a fatal fondness for the brunette type. 


Modesti Score, Well. 
Generals in those days did not tussle 


for weeks over a few yards of trenches. 
They went out and caught Kings alive, 
and a very good catch of this sort was 
made when Dorf Manuel, as Gen. Ra- 
dames, brought in Alesandro Modesti, 
baritone, as a captive Ethiopian mon- 
arch, the dark Aida’s darker papa. Mo- 
desti was easily next to the Spaniard 
in the audience’s estimation of the per- 
formance. He had a fine opportunity "n 
the third act, where the Ethiopian King 
and his daughter started south with 
Radames, who had the temerity to dis- 
appear from the court after the invita- 
tions were out for the marriage to thse 
Egyptian Princess. They stopped alonz 
the Nile to do so much singing that the 
high priest, in all his robes, ‘was able 
to overtake them, and all went ‘back 
te Memphis—though it looked more like 
Little Rock in one of the scenes. 

The shot-at-sunrise idea had not oc- 
curred to anyone at that time, and 
basement imprisonment, which gives 
much more time for vocal exercise, was 
what Radames and Aida drew. This 
final scene, with its cellar effect, has 
a melancholy fascination for St. Loui« 
baseball lovers, and leading members of 
the Million Population Club, which had 
last night’s performance in its financia‘ 
care, were heard to remark that it did 
not look particularly like first division. 

Mary Kaestner, as Aida, did her best 
singing in the last act. Her acting was 
excellent throughout. Carolina Zawner. 
as the Egyptian Princess, did not act 
much at any time, and her singing did 
not very strongly suggest the jealous 
rage which she is supposed to feel. 

Chorus’ Fine Work. 

Giuseppe Angelini, conducting, as he 
did Monday night, without a sheet of 
music before him, got remarkably good 
work from the orchestra, which con- 
tains a humber of local musicians, 
capable, but thus far lacking in op- 
portunity for rehearsal with the visit- 
ing organization. This feature of the 
San Catlo performances may be ex- 
pected to show a steady improvement. 
The chorus showed fine training, and 
sang with snap and vigorous attack. 
The small ballet performed acceptably, 
but it can hardly expect to excite creat 
interest, with the coming of the Diag- 
hileff aggregation less than three weeks 
away. 

Last night’s audience was larger than 
that of Monday night, the side rows 
being much better populated, but the 
boxes were not taken to the extent that 
they were on the first night. Tonight, 
ir. Massenet’s “Thais,” the first of the 
widely heralded “guest artists,’’ Mar- 
guerite Beriza of the Chicago Grand 
Opera company is to appear. “aida” 
will be repeated at tomorrow’s matinee, 
and a large attendance of high school 
pupils who have studied this opera in 
their music ceurse is expected.

The proposed segregation ordinance provides 


that if a white person owns property in a St 


Louis city block in which 75 per cent of all the 
residents are negroes, he shall be denied the 
highest of all privileges which ownership of 
¢¢ | property confers, the privilege of occupancy. 

Similarly, it dénies the same privilege to the 
negro owner of property in a block in which 75 
per cent of the residents are white persons. 

Manifestly, such an invasion of vital citizen- 
ship prerogatives and interference with accepted 
principles, which, if subject at all to interference, 
belong to a higher than the municipal jurisdic- 
tion, is a decidedly ambitious undertaking to be 
attempted by a mere city ordinance. 

The segregation plan is condemned as impolitic, 
inexpedient, inhumane, as a barrier to progress 
and as likely to aggravate race evils and to im- 
pose unjust burdens on the more handicapped of 
the two races. - ' 

From the standpoint of its legal merits only, 
it is still more to be condemned. 

The analogy of separate schools for negro chil- 
dren is cited. But because a so-called segregation 
in education, which the Missouri State Constitu- 
tion specifically authorizes and in fact makes 
mandatory, is as a matter of course upheld by the 
courts, does it follow that a discrimination in 
property rights which the State Constitution not 
only does not authorize, but impliedly condemns 
would be upheld? 

In pursuance of their authority to regulate rail- 


roads, the states have passed Jim Crow laws 
providing under penalty distinctive quarters for 
the two races on steam and electric utilities. 
because exercise of powers in respect to these 
enactments is held valid, does it follow that an 
enactment prohibiting negroes from owning stock 
in a railroad or enjoying without discrimination 
the full benefits of such ownership would be held 
valid?

That the proposed municipal gym)gasium would 
be a valuable extension of the athietic facilities 
already provided at Fairground ‘Park, is clear.

THE GREATEST BALLOON ALTITUDE. 
According to the Geographical Institute at 
Pavia, Italy, the highest altitude so far reached | 
by any balloon was 105,0'00 feet, or slightly over 
12 miles aboye sea level; and 104,082 feet above 
actual ground. The balloon was of rubber and 

was filled with hydrogesa gas. 

The actual distance :zaversed measured 116,064 
feet. At a neight of 69196 feet the temperature 
fell to minus 43 degrees and maintained that fig- 
ure all the balance of ‘fhe way up, ‘with only 
slight variation. 

The aviator, Giacconio Piccolo, was compelled 
to utilize his oxygen ifhalator after he reached 
the height of two miles, and reached ground in 
a collapsed condition nevertheless. 

Prof. Pericles Gampa, in the Annali di Ut- 
ficio, states that the benefits to science from that 
ascent were incalcujable, as it proved mainly 
two things: That the assumption of a 15-mile at- 
mosphere above the gfround is erroneous, and that 
the theory of ether outside of that limit is not 
admissible, “if it does not altogether do away 
with the ether theoity at any height.” The word 
“ether” has been formed to express the medium 
for light beyond tha assumed atmosphere. This 
ascent establishes l#eyond peradventure that the 
medium ig uniform. after the height of about 
50,000 feet was reasthed. If the atmospheric con- 
sistency remains the same for 55,000 feet after 
that altitude, the ea@sumption that it will remain 
the same further vg reaches the dignity of a pre- 
sumption.”
